The Millet Cow Testing a 
tion has just completed its sixth con- 
secutive year in dairy herd improve- 
ment work. During 1930 there were 
23 active’ members with over 200 
cows on test. While the work of sev- 
eral herds has not been summarized, 
many herds have shown’ improve- 
ment, of which’ the Association and 
the owners are justly proud.
